WE in this Colony ate under great exter- 
nal Advantages to be a happy People. We fit 
under the ſhadow of our Mother Country, and 
ire protected by the Fleets and Armics of one 
of the beſt of Kings. Canada; which has been 
a ſcourge to us for many Years, is at preſent in 
the hands of his Britiſh Majeity, our gracious 
Sovereign; our indulgent Father. Louiſbourgz 
is demoliſhed, Crewn-Point is our own,Ofwego; 
Niagara, and Pitiſburgh ate in our hands. Our 
Sea-Coalts ate in no tear of an invading Fleet; 
dur Fronticrs are ſecure trum the ravages of 
Popiſh and Pagau cruelty, bur Alarms are at an 
nd; and we dwell quietly, each one ſecure 
oder his owh Vine, and under his own Fig- 
ree, And we dwell in 4 good Laus 43 
u 4 fertile Country, whete we may gat 
dread to the full, And no greater degree of 
Induſtry is neceſſary in general than is really 
or the happineſs of a Community, Might we 
ve in Idleneſs, and yet enjoy of fullneſs of all 
hings; we ſhould not be happier, but rathet 2 
ore miſetable People: as Icleneſs, in the pre- 
ent ſtate of Mankind, is naturally productive of, 
many Vices; which bring greater miſety along 
Ith them into a Community, than attends a 
fe of honeſt labouf.— In a word, we live in 
0 good 4 Land, and enjoy ſuch advantages 
or Navigation, tha“, were we vettuods and wile 
ere we prudent and induſtrious, we might have 
nowugh of all the good things of this world;

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every particular Church is at liberty to come 
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and be in debt to no other Province or People 
upon the face of the Earth. 

AND, as to civil Priviledges, no Community 
under heaven enjoys greater, than we do. Nor 
1s it eaſy to conceive what greater civil Privi- 
Tedges. can be enjoyed than we enjoy. Once 
every Year, we may unite as Brethren, and 
Chooſe out our wiſeſt and ableſt Men, to make 
our Laws, to guide our public Affairs, and pro. 
vide for the deciſion of all our civil Controver- 
ſies. And all our Towns are ſo many Corpo- 
rations, inveſted with Power to take care of their 
own public concerns, and ſuppreſs Idleneſs and 
Debauchery,and every kind of Immorality. And 
even every little Pariſh has, ſo far as it needs, 
for its own well-being, as part of the whole, 
full Power and Authority to manage and order 
its own Affairs. Mean while each Family is a 
diſtinct Kingdom of its own, and for the defence 
of its rights and propertics ſtand intitled to the 
wiſdom aad ſtreogth of the whole Community, 

And as to our religious Priviledges, every 
Man has the Bible in his own hands, and is at 
hberty to read and think and Judge for himſelf, 
Every Man, as he is at the Day of Judgment 
to ſtand or fall for himſelf 3; ſo is now. at li- 
berty to worſhip God in that way, which he 


. verily thinks will be at laſt approved of by his 


Judge, every Pariſh is an ecclcſiaſtial Society, 
ihvelted with full Power to chooſe their own

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into what Connections they judge moſt for their 
own Edification. Were any particular Pariſh 
and Church diſpoſed to be independents, they 
might be ſo. Or if they chooſe to form them - 
ſelves on the Preſbyterian Plan, they have their 
liberty. Or if they deſire to declare for the 
Church of England, there is none to hinder 
them- Or if they chooſe to be in connection 
with neighbouringChurches, agreeable to eccle- 
ſiaſtical Conſtitution of this Government, the 
door 1s open, and they are welcome to all the 
priviledges of ſuch a connection, only ſubmit- 
ting to the Orders, and performing the Duties, 
which are neceſſarily implied in the very nature 
of the connection it ſelf, And every Pariſh, 
whether connected or unconnected, is ſtill an 
eccleſiaſtical Society, and poſſeſſed of all the 
Priviſedges. which our Laws give to all eccleſi- 
aſtical Laws in common. And had we now 
but a wiſe and underſtanding Heart to diſcern 
the good and right way, and could we all to a 
man agree in our religious Sentiments, we might, 
as one family, live together in perfect Love and 
Harmony,as brethren in Chriſt Jeſus, and grow 
up into a meetneſs to live together for ever, in 
the world of Love and Harmony above.

2. NOTWITHSTANDINGall our external 
Advantages to be a happy People,our own V ices 
may render us very Miſerable: and, inſtead of 
appearing honourable in the eyes of our Neigh- 
hours. we may fink down into contempt and 
ruin. For, notwithſtanding the (goodneſs of 
our Land, and all our advantages tor Naviga- 
tion, yet luxury, idleneſs, debauchery, diſho- 
neſty and multiplied law ſuits ma- bring us to 
Poverty.

And if ſa many Eſtates ſhould be found to be 
Inſolvent, that our wealthieſt Merchants could

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be made over to Gentlemen in other Provinces, 
and we become their Tenants, and have nothing 
to leave to our Children but Poverty and Sla- 
very, what a contempcible appearance ſhall we 
make in the eyes of our Neighbours. 4 wiſe 
Man foreſecth the evil and hideth bimſelf; but the 
Foo! goeth on and is puniſhed. 

AND all our civil and religious Liberties 
and Privileges, if we divide into Sects and Par- 
ties, and grow Angry, and if we abuſe our Li- 
bert ies to the purpoles of Strife and Contention, 
to bite, and devour, and oppreſs, they may ceaſe 
to adminiſter to our comfort in this World, and 


only ſerve to render us {o much the more inex- 


cuſable and miſerable in the World to come. 
And our College, if not well inſtructed and 
governed, inſtead of being a nurſery of Learn- 
ing and Piety, may become a ſeminary of Error 
and Wickednels, and ſerve but to infect all our 
Land. And while our idleneſs, our extrava- 
gances, our parties, our errors and our wicked- 
nels in general, all join to render us a miſerable 
People, they will at the ſame time naturally 
prepare us for and bring down the Judgments 
of God upon us. And it may come to pals, 
when our iniquities are full and we ripe for de- 
ſtruction, that the cup of trembling, which hag 
been put into the hands of cur Siſter Canada, 
may be given us to drink. Our Siſter Canada, 
I ſay; for Canada, with all her wickedneſs, is as 
much our Siſter, as Sodom of old was the Sifter of 


Judah, who were by profeſſion God's peculiar 
3 People. 
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People. And God greatly reſented it, that the 
Jews, in their proipericy, took no notice of the 
remarkable Vengeance, which he had executed 
on Sodom their Siſter. And chis is brought in, 
among the relt of their crimes, in the time of 
their viſitation, when they were Captives in Ba- 
bylon, to jaftify the divine ſeverity towards 
them. Zzek. xvi. 56. For thy Sift-r Sodom was 
not m'ntioned by thy Mouth in ibe.[Jay of t pride. 
And yet, proud as they were of their own good- 
_ neſs, God looked on the Jews mare wicked than 
the Sodomites wer. 48. 4s / live, ſaith the Jord 
God. Sodom thy Siſter hath not done. ſhe nor ber 
D wgbters, as tho haſt done, thou and thy Daugh- 
te 3.
